DEATH OF A LAWYER 
SOLDIER. 
The Hon. Fred. 8. Lovell, of Kenosha* a 
gentleman well known by the bar of Wis­ 
consin, died at bis home on Tuesday even­ 
ing of this week. Those who knew the 
deceased, and thoroughly appreciated his 
genial nature and his solid manhood, will 
deeply regret to hear of his death ;"and 
those who served in the field with him and 
who shared with him the ups and downs of 
army tide, thereby becoming acquainted 
with the kind-heartedness of the man and 
hts soldierly qualities, will,be chiel among 
the mourners. 
Frederick S. Lovell, was born in New 
York, in the early part of the year ISIS. 
After receiving an academic education, he 
came to Wisconsin Territory, in I SJT, and 
settled at Kenosha, where ho continued to 
reside until his death. 
He began early to 
study law, and after his settlement in the 
Territory, he soon secured an extensive 
practice ; and his social qualities, and 
his 
legal 
abilities 
which 
were 
uncommonly good, win for him an influ­ 
ential position in the politics of tho Terri­ 
tory. He was a member of the first and 
the second 
Constitutional 
Conventions 
Which met at Madison in 1846 and ISIS, 
representing with 
thirteen others, the 
county of Racine which embraced the ter­ 
ritory now knowq^s Kenosha county. Ile 
served in the first and the special sessions 
of the Fifth Legislative Assembly, in 1847, 
and was also a member of the Council 
rn 
1848. 
Ten 
years 
later 
we 
find 
him 
in 
the 
State 
Legislature, representing Kenosha county. 
He was again a member iu 1858, and was 
elected Speaker. During the same year he 
was one of the revisers of the Statutes, 
serving on the commission 
with Hon. 
David Taylor, now one of the Associate 
Justices of the Supreme Court, and Hon. 
J. S. Todd, of Beloit. 
When the 33J Wisconsin infantry regi­ 
ment was recruited in August, 1802, Mr. 
Ljwell was commissional Lieutenant Col­ 
onel thereof The writer of this was ao 
officer in the,Thirty-Third,and knows what 
estimate to place on the character of Fred. 
S. Lovell. In ail the hardships of the se­ 
vere campaigns through which that regi­ 
ment 
passed, Colonel Lovell displayed 
that kindly nature, that appreciation ol the 
hard life of a private soldier, and that 
soldierly bearing and intrepid manuer, 
which won for him the esteem ol the regi­ 
ment. Fortunately for the Thirty-Third, 
the Colonel of the regiment was in com­ 
mand of the brigade a good share ut the 
lime, which placed 
Colonel Lovell in 
charge ot the regiment. 
Through hotly 
contested battles, through long and tire­ 
some marches, through all the .perplexing 
scenes incident to an active army life, he 
remained the same good natured gentle­ 
man, aud the brave and able officer. 
Ile 
remained with the Thirty-Third lo the 
South and the Southwest, until January, 
1865, when he was commissionel Colonel 
of the 46;h regiment in which he served 
till the troops were mustered out of service. 
Since the war, Mr. Lovell has been re­ 
siding at his onn home in Kenosha, contin­ 
uing the practice of the law, keeping alool 
from politics. 
For several years he had 
been in Ul-heaith, and the last time we 
met him on the streets rn Milwaukee, he 
seemed like a piece of wrecked humanity. 
We are under the impression that he wa9 
“his own greatest enemy,” but on that we 
will remain silent. 
He had so many noble 
traits of character that it will be an insult 
to justice to speak of bis foibles.

LOCKED IN A ROOM FIVE YEARS. 


There is every indication that the West 
will soon see a railway war of great bitter­ 
ness and long duration. The forerunner of 
the conflict is already here. The war will 
be principally on the east-bound business 
from the West. There has been considers. 
hie cutting down, and it is still going on. 
It is stated that the rates during the first 
three months* of the year on the east­ 
bound freight, averaged, lower, than ,for 
any three months in the history of rail­ 
roading. The American Exchange says 
that West of Chicago there is now raging 
the fiercest fight for the Colorado business 
that has ever been known in that part of 
the country. The rates in some cases have 
been reduced from over three dollars down 
to ten cents ! The cause of this trouble, is 
solved by Poor, in this wise: “ The busi­ 
ness of to-day and the rates which It can 
afford to pay are unequal [to the mainten­ 
ance of capitals based upon the fictitious 
valuations of 1872 and 1873. ^ Hence the 
railways cannot afford to do a small busi­ 
ness at a fair profit.

At 7:30 o’clock on Monday night 
she again found ber door unlocked, and hur­ 
riedly dressing herself in the best clothes 
which she had, she fled, and bas not yet 
been seen nor heard of. A general alarm 
was sent out from headquarters, but up to 
a late hour last night no clue as to her 
wherealKtuis was found. 
Mrs. Lawrence is about 50 years of age. 
She is a native of Glasgow, Scotland, and 
belongs to a highly respected family there. 
Twelve years ago she cime to this coun­ 
try with her husband. Shortly after her 
arrival she had e sun stroke, which greatly 
endangered her life, and which is said to 
have affected her reason. The family

Jersey, 
until 
five 
years 
ago, 
when 
they moved into this city, 
in Patterson 
Mrs. Lawrence was also kept in close con­ 
finement. 
She made several efforts to 
escape, but was so carefully watched that 
all of her attempts proved unsuccessful. 
She was continually brooding over the 
misfortune of her lonely and secluded life, 
and often begged permission to be allowed 
to go into the streets or to have some diver­ 
sion. Though she had lived in New York 
tor five years she knew no one in the city, 
and where she bas gone is a mystery.

The conver­ 
sation was as follows: 
Herald Correspond­ 
ent—I ask, with Your Excellency’s per­ 
mission, whether you arc in position to lift 
even a corner of the veil which has so 
closely screened the negotiations in which 
you have been engaged ? 
Couut Scbouvaloff—I regret that I can 
tell you nothing before my departure, 
which is fixed tor to-morrow, Friday, noon. 
I should be wanting In duo respect for the 
Queen of England and Lord Salisbury, if, 
through my indiscretion, anything was 
learned regarding the.rcsult ot my mission* 
I promised secrecy before leaving E f ­ 
land. 
Herald correspondent—How Jon? will 
your lips remain sealed ? 
Count Scbouvaloff—This secrecy will bo 
observed until my return from England. 
After that I am no longer responsible. 
Herald correspondent—You fully count 
oudeparting to-morrow, then? 
Couot Scbouvaloff—I hope so. 
I am 
waiting for my dispatches, which it is not 
impossible may necessitate fresh inter* 
views with the Emperor. 
Then a fresh 
exchange of telegrams may be required, 
which will retard my departure for twenty, 
four hours, but I dont’t anticipate any such 
delay.

Herald Corresponded—If you are mak­ 
ing such exertions, it must be because you 
have hopes in the desired solution. 
Count Scbouvaloff—^There is only one 
solution to 
seek, namely, to placu the 
humanitarian question above all ambitions 
—above all things, to the end that the hor­ 
rors of Bulgaria, the darkest blot upon tho 
history of the nineteenth century, shsll 
never be repeated. 
Herald correspondent—If I clearly un­ 
derstand your Excellency’s meaning, the 
humanitarian phase occupies the first place 
in the peace policy of ltu&ia, her ambition 
falls back to the secoud place, and the con 
gress will soon assemble.

A correspondent of the London Dally 
News writes from Madrid, April 23d: A 
terrible disaster occurred in the Bay of 
Biscay last Saturday. It wa9 holy week, 
and tor several days the fishing boats bad 
not left their ports. The nets had been 
hung out to dry, and the men loitered 
about to look on at the quaint,processions 
of Good Friday. The weather had beeu 
Very .flue during the earlier part of the 
week. and on Saturday the sun rose gin 
Hourly on a 
quiet sea. Accordingly 
before 8 o’clock the sails of the fisher­ 
men of Bisc*y studded the horizm. By 
midday the breeze shifted to the northeast 
and a line of clouds appeared far away in 
the horizon. The sea rose very fast, ant! 
the waves Increased on the sands. Gulls 
and other birds began to sweep along tne 
surface of tho water with their peculiar 
cry. The sky grew overcast rapdily, anc 
ibeu the fierce “noroeste,” the northwester 
of Basque ballads, began to howl and rage 
In a manner which made the bravest hearts 
quake. 
People gathered on the piers and 
on the rocks to gaze at the approaching 
squall, which came on with rain, hail nod 
sleet, hiding the sea from view and driving 
all to their homes. 
When the squall wa9 over crowds ol 
women aud children docked around the 
dismayed authorities, and 
desparlngly 
complained of the post captain having al­ 
lowed the boats to leave. In vain did tho 
officials protest that they had no reason to 
suppose that the beautiful morning would 
cud in a squall. In vain did they say that 
they had no power to prevent the men 
from going on their expedition.

rending cries were heard, and still no news 
came, until it was reported that on some

Piencia each lost 3 smacks. 
At the head 
of the casualty list stands Bermeo, the 
picturesque aud lovely little town situated 
near the Cape; IOO of its fishermen per­ 
ished in 15 boats. The alcade of

wretched famil­ 
ies are terrible. 
More than 40 widows and 
200 children, in a town of 1,800 inhabi­ 
tants, are mourning this great calamity. 
Details have not yet been received from 
Asturias and the Galician coast.

ter Jay of 320 men and boys in about 90 
boats of different sizes. 
The local authorities have taken steps to 
relieve the widows and orphans, and for 
that purpose subscriptions have 
beeu 
raised in Bilboa, Santander and Madrid. 
For the most pressing requirements the 
government telegraphed to place 5.000 
pesetas at the dispo9l of the governor ot 
Bilboa and Santander. The Basques re­ 
siding in Madrid have formed a committee 
to receive subscriptions and forward the 
same to the provincial authorities.

and no trace is hit of the fishing fleet of 
Buc ay.

Mississippi and Louisiana have nearly as 
large a percentage in numbers, aggregat­ 
ing $1,500,000; but iu New England the 
losses are small. 
W ith proptr veterinary inspection,there 
is no doubt that ail but a small per Cent. of 
this enormous amount of loss m ight have 
been saved to the farmers. 
The money so 
lost for one year would amply provide for 
such inspector over the whole of the L ulled 
States for IOO y ears, apparcudy incredible, 
but true.—Scientific American.

For Corn. 
Prairie Farmer. 
I was somewhat amused by aa extract 
in your last issue, taken from a dowu east 
agricultural paper, on the right way of 
preparing ground for the cora crop. Now, 
with all due reverence tor our down cast 
farmers, and their older aud long exper­ 
ience in raising corn, it would not answer 
here on our rolling prairie, where our soil 
is aa deep as it is in most places east, un­ 
less it be on some river bottom. To think 
of plowing a f urrow three or four Inches 
wide and beam deep, would be the height 
of lolly in preparing a piece ol ground tor 
cora here, it might do on some deep al­ 
luvial soil, but on the average prairie It 
would be the ruination of the ground for 
years. In fact, you would turn the ground 
wrong side up, and any oue that tries it 
will find by sad experience that he has 
very much damaged his land. 
There has been much said and written 
about the benefits to be derived from deep 
plowing, calculated to mislead those who 
are inexperienced, as well as those who 
have always tilled the soil. No general rule 
can be laid down tor the depth to plow for 
corn or even any other crop, lf one has a 
deep clay soil. like the creek and river b<*t* 
toms, he can plow as deep as he has a mind 
to, with perfect impunity ; but let one try 
it on most of our uplands, east or west, 
and he will find it will take years to repair 
the damage unless he has an unlimited 
amount of manure at his comman J. It is 
all well enough to stir or loosen the ground 
with a subsoil plow on some soils, bul keep 
your best ground, the black mould on the 
top, right aide up every time.

Prairie Farm er. 
The principal object, in the cultivation 
of what are usually denominaled hoed 
crops, is to so;keep the soil stirred as to 
render it always loose, friable and mellow, 
that the air heated by the rays of the sun 
may thoroughly permeate it. In planting, 
some breaking of the roots after the plants 
have obtained vigor, is not injurious, since 
the cut surfaces immediately throw out 
additional (ceding roots; nevertheless, this 
plan of cultivation is not one to be com­ 
mended, since cultivation should not be at 
a depth to reach the roots of the crop to 
any considerable extent. 
The principal value in cultivation is 
while yet the plant?are young. So tar as 
corn is concerned, light, sharp harrow is 
the best implement until the-crop is strong | 
enough so that the p?ants will bear the j 
-cultivator. 
Many persons will not use the 
harrow for fear ot tearing out the corn. If 
I the soil is dry enough to work, and not j 
j muse than ordinarily full of trash, little or ! 
j no damage will be done, but the whole ! 
I ground will be stirred aud the weeds just • 
appearing above gronod will be erat! tea ted, 
so that the crop may easily be thereafter 
kept ahead of the weed*. 
In the cultivation of garden crops, or all j 
that class of plants of very delicate growth 
while young, the cultivation must of ne- j 
cesstty be light next the plants. To attaiu ! 
this an implement must be used that will | 
not cast earth but simply move it. 
in this ! 
we have been most successful with an im*; 
I dement, w ita a thincuitting edge running j 
vertically next to the plants, and the food j 
or horizontal side of whicn scarifies the I 
sod; that is, lifts a slice and drops it im 
mediately behind, in a more or less pul* 
veriied state. 
A number of hand m ipli- 
ments are now made that do this nicely, j 
and which with care may be run within 
an eighth of{aniD chof the plants. Later 
we haye adopted the plan of using small 
plows, very long in the point, and land 
side, to throw the earth towards the m i d ­ 
dle of the row. 
As it passes from between 
the plawa a winged narrow shovel cab bes 
the esrth {and spreads it smoothly back.
